Since that proof of our good faith 
the Washington treaty powers have laid down, 
appropriated for, contracted for, or have built or 
are building about as follows: British ‘empire, 65 
vessels of 335,769 tons; Japan, 127 vessels of 401,-' 
361 tons; France, 120 vessels of 291,785 tons; Italy, 
71 vessels of 151,374 tons. Our record is 19 vessels 
of 157,790 tons. 


land is expressible merely in the professional 
army. A country’s merchant marine is an im- 
portant factor of naval strength, and this factor 
must be reckoned if the American public and iis 
representatives in government are to have a 
proper estimate of our defense and of our position, 
in the maritime affairs of the world. Indeed, it is 
more important to consider the merchant marine 
jas a factor of naval] strength than it has been 
since the rise of the ironclad. ‘The American 
effort to restrict and reduce naval armament in- 
evitably raises the naval value of the merchant 
ship. If the battleship and heavy cruiser ar2 
teduced to a minimum, if not abolished, fast mer- 
chant ships mounting six inch guns have little 
to fear. They may even take part in battle or in 
important phases of battle. The policy of “the 
British admiralty exhibits its comprehension of 
this. It must not be overlooked by us. British 
supremacy of the sea is insured by it unless and 
until new forms of power, the submarine, the aero- 
plane, for example, affect the bala.nce. 

As to merchant marine, the director of the de- 
partment of international shipping of the school 
of foreign service at Georgetown university, writ- 
ing in the United States Nava! institute proceed- 
ings, says: “The records show that since the com- 
pletion of the wartime shipbuilding program not 
one ship has been constructed in American ship 
yards for the overseas foreign trade, and that we 
have been outbuilt in modern competitive types of 
ships by all our trade competitors.- During the 
period of 1922-’27, covering ships of 2,000 gross/| 
tons and over for transoceanic service, we find 
that out of a total of 1,300 ships of approximately 
8,000,000 gross tons the United States is credited 
with 18 ships of less than 200,000 gross tons, thus 
being outbuilt by Great Britain by almost 50 to 1; 
by Germany, more than 10 to 1; by France, more 
than 6 to 1; by Italy, 1, 
more than 4 to 1.”

The river ts being straightened *o get it out of 
the way of traffic, but the whole thing will not be 
done until shipping and. street movement do not 
hit each other in the eye at frequent intervals 
in the day.

Chicago has a pasteurized milk sup- 
ply. The use of this milk has very 
greatly reduced the bone, joint and 
glandular tuberculosis in children. The 
surgeons say the kind of tuberculosis in 
children which they formerly treated 
has diminished greatly. 

But why is it: they have so much 
tuberculosis of the lungs, brain and per- 
itoneum in this great hospital? The 
answer given by Dr. A. Levinson is that 
children are allowed to stay in homes 
where there are adults with the disease. . 
‘They live in the same house, and some- 
times in the same room with a mother, 
father, grandparent or older brother or 
sister who is actively tuberculous. The 
exposed child gets consumption of the 
brain, lungs or abdomen and dies be- 
fore the adults who infected him pass 
away. The likelihood ig that most cases 
of consumption in children are not rec- 
ognized as such, since many of the 
symptoms of chronic consumption in 
adults are missing. 

Consumption in a child runs a pecu- 
liar course. Dr, Levinson says a consid- 
erable part of the consumption in chil- 
dren follows in the wake of measles. 
In his experience treatment eof tuber- 
culosis in children is not very satisfac- 
tory, Treatment of tuberculosis of the 
meninges and brain is wholly ‘unsatis- 
factory. In tuberculosis of the lungs 
and abdomen they are trying the light 
treatment, particularly when the fever } 
runs light.
